For no mat- 
ter how illegal is the stubborn in- 
sistence of the veterans' 
leaders 


that something be done about the 
bonus, when indeed congress, the 
only body with legislative power, 
has gone home, the ex-service men 
back hosae have enough sympathy 
with their brethem in Washington 
to give pause to the Washington ad- 
ministration- 


President Hoover cannot risk po- 


litical embarrassment, by driving 
the veterans out of Washington. His 
lieutenants can cajole and coax, but 
it is impolitic to coerce. The veter- 
ans meanwhile have to be fed and 
cared for. 
No appropriation has 


been provided for this purpose. But 
congress has left $100,000 for trans- 
portation and subsistence on the 
jorney. 


Suggestions have been made that 


the federal employment service in- 
stitute a systematic effort to get 
jobs for the veterans. The American 
legion recently >»ag been engaged in 
an effort to get employment for its 
members. Some plan to bring the 
veterans back to their home towns 
and some arrangement to get them 
employment would relieve 
the 


government at Washington of an 
ugly situation. 


Possibility of Job? 
Until congress adjourned, it was 


not considered wise to institute any 
re-employment scheme because of a 
belief that the men would not go 
till the opportunity for passage of 
legislation was absolutely exhaust- 
ed. Now. however, the question is 
whether the veterans prefer to pick- 
et the White House or go to jobs 
provided for them.

propaganda value in the continued 
agitation for the bonus.

point of view, though it is fraught 
with danger to the other veterans' 
organizations and the veterans now 
receiving compensation. Should any 
untoward event occur in Washing- 
ton, the reaction against bonus leg- 
islation may prove such a force in 
favor of revision of the veterans' 
expenses as to cut down materially 
allowances now being granted.

ON QUELLING THE BEER REBELLION 


It is remarkable how often reason and 


common sense are destroyed by extreme 
partisanship. No better example of such 
a break-down in human intelligence is 
afforded than certain provisions of the 
platform adopted by the advocates of pro- 
hibition, recently assembled in Indian- 
apolis. 


Being unable to reconcile their opinion 


with either the Republican or Democratic 
ulatforms, the opponents of prohibition 
reform have every right to adopt one of 
their own, and did so. 


The platform demands the enforce- 


ment of the eighteenth amendment and 
calls on the President "to exercise the 
power granted him to quell the 'beer re- 
bellion' as Washington gave him prece- 
dent in 1794." 


In comparing the present nation-wide 


movement for repeal or modification of 
the eighteenth amendment with the Whis- 
ky rebellion of 1794 the imagination is 
stretched to the n-th degree. The solu- 
tion of this mental equation leads to but 
one answer. It is bigotry, pure and un- 
adulterated. 


The hard-headed Scotch-Irish citizens 


of Western Pennsylvania in 1794 refused 
to pay excise taxes on whisky made from 
grain which could be marketed hi no 
other way due to lack of transportation 
facilities. President Washington used mil- 
itary force to compel them to pay taxes 
justly levied and to comply with laws 
generally accepted by the entire nation 
outside this small Pennsylvania commu- 
nity. 


The Whisky Rebellion has no parallel 


in existing conditions. The present move- 
ment for prohibition reform and the de- 
mand that the unenforceable Volstead act 
be modified is swiftly engulfing the na- 
tion. It proposes no method of revolution 
other than that provided by the ballot and 
the Constitution itself. 


If this wave of nation-wide protest be 


rebellion, it is rebellion against the dom- 
ination of the Anti-Saloon League and 
other minorities that have taken it upon 
themselves to direct the private habits of 
the American people. It is rebellion 
against graft, crime and poisonous intem- 
perance which now has the nation by the 
throat. 


The Indianapolis platform may de- 


mand that the armed forces of the United 
States be utilized to stop the threatened 
action of the two major political parties 
in any attempt to change the national liq- 
uor laws. It is difficult to preceive, how- 
ever, what precedent has been estab- 
lished, either by the Whisky Rebellion or 
any other event in the history of the re- 
public, which gives the President au- 
thority to interfere with the people in giv- 
ing expression to their will through con- 
stitutional processes. 


We may expect to escape such govern- 


mental procedure until that day arrives 
when Bishop Cannon and Dr. Dinwiddie 
shall occupy the White House.

list for "No Such Thing." I hope 
you are serious about writing the 
book. If you do it in your usual 
style it will make a most read- 
able and at the same time instruc- 
tive book. Be sure to explain in 
words of one syllable why rust is 
not a cause of harm . . . (T. D. A) 
It is not only the writing, but I 


must find time also to do my own 
publishing. At that I might con- 
trive to do it, were it not for the 
large amount of correspondence I 
have to deal with. Not only the 
routine questions and answers but 
many letters from physicians, not 
about personal health but about ac- 
ademic question?, and more from 
readers who desire to protest or to 
argue about something I have said. 
It seems to me that rust is be- 


coming obsolete as an imagined fac- 
tor of harm. I am sure the idea 
does not crop up nearly so often to- 
day as it did ten or fifteen years 
ago in the letters people write me. 
It is my impression that even local 
news items today are less insistent 
on the point than they were a few 
years ago. 


Anyway rust is never a factor of 


injury or illness. Hust is iron ox- 
ide, and that is naturally present 
in many foods and is sometimes ad- 
ministered as a medicine. It can 
do no possible harm if one eats or 
drinks things that have been con- 
taminated with rust. 


A puncture, scatch or wound that 


does not bleed much or at all is 
always more dangerous than one 
that does bleed, for the bleeding 
washes from the wound any germs 
the weapon or implement may have 
carried into the flesh and planted 
these. At least the bleeding tends 
to cleanse the wound. It makes no 
difference whether the implement 
causing the wound was bright and 
new or old and rusty. Nor does 
the presence of verdigris make any 
difference nor paint nor varnish, 
nor lacquer, nor banana oiL

Mink- 
ley insisted that the Chiefs use of 
the ordinance was unconstitutional 
and that he was going to have the 
meeting and make a test case of it. 
The Chief then backed down, see- 
ing that his bluff did not work, and 
allowed the meeting to be held in 
Soldier's Square, across from the 
city hall There Minkley and Mc-
